Officer.ship in The, Salv;ition Army. 
Nov.' Ideals of Life 

It i.s the work of (he Trainin.i:: 
Colle.ge Staff to set before the Ca- 
dels new ideals of life aiul condnci. 
and lo remiiul them by day and by 
iii^lit that if ihey are to measnre np 
to the .standard, there iiuist be on 
their part, faithfni. patient, contin- 
nons toil. The majority respond with 
alacrity and from the first begin to 
improve.

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( Report of Operations, for the Past Twelve Months shows that many Men have 

been Helped by the Two Institutions and the Industrial Department — 

Paroled Prisoners are given Employment 



THAT the Men's Social and In- 
dustrial Department is doing 
a much needed work in the city 
of Toronto is evident from a perusal 
of the latest report covering a twelve 
month's period, which has been passed 
on to us by Colonel Otway, the Men's 
Social Secretary. 

Two Institutions 

There are two Men's Social In- 
stitutions in the city— a Working 
Men's Hotel and a Men's Home. 
These have a total acconiniodation 
for 142 men. During the year 43,681 
lodgings were supplied, 2,583 of this 
number being free. 

While the I[istitutions do not boast 
of being the last word in comfort, and 
ilo not enter into competition .with 
ivhat might be recognized as desir- 
able standards of lodging.s, yet, it 
lake.'; n man another' mile along the 
foad in this direction, and is a god- 
send to men who shrink from the 
stigma of a common lodging house 
where ninny of them woiiltl have to 
Inc hnl for this provision. 

Tlie houseless man who find!; the 
Hotel .iccotnmodation beyond his 
means, (he small tradesman, the kb- 
orer. ilie casual worker, and the un- 
employed—to such, the Institution 
with it's cleanliness, it's many ad- 
vantages and welcome influences, is 
a haven indeed. 

Many have been the expressions of 
appreciation from the men who have 
btcn given free lodgings. Many men 
liaie been saved from bcHng arrested 
and spending the night in jail, (o be 
koiigli! before the court the next 
morning to answer to a charge of 



vagrancy and given a prison term. 

Meetings arc held on Sundays and 
during the week, and from time to 
timi; ilie Cadets have taken pan in 
the services. 

It is no easy thing to gatiier rich 
crops from tiiis kind of soil, but if 
patient, hopeful work counts for any- 
thing, then in due season there will 
be a glad reaping. 

At the Industrial Department there 
are in operation nine trade.s and in- 
dustries, namely: warehouse, paper 
sorting and baling, carpentry, painting, 
drivers, salesmen, canvassers, .shoe 
repairing and auto repairing. 

All clothing, furniture, and boots ■ 
and shoes are received at the ware- 
house, where tlK'v are sorted and 
classified. Boots and shoes are passed 
on to the shoe repairing de])artmcnt, 
and furniture to the furnilure de- 
partment wiierc it is ovc-rii.-iuicd liy 
the carpenters and repaired. The 
clothing is put in slock and phip]XMl 
to the store or distribuliug centres as 
needed. 

Collect Waste Paper 

A collection of all waste paper and 
books is made from house to bouse 
throughout the city and broughi to the 
sorting room. Here it is sorted. gra<l- 
cd and baled. There are six grade.^:, 
namely: book, newspaper, scrap, led- 
ger, plain white, and craft. This in- 
dustry suffered somewhat during the 
year.' becau.se the colleciing of p.iper 
was .stopped for a .short time. Xol- 
witbstaiidiiig this handicap. 830 tons 
were baled and shipped during the 
vea r. 

Through tliis industry the .^rmy is 



able to give work to the parole or 
ticket of leave men. A few have 
passed through this channel to bet- 
ter jobs and to pcrinaneitt pu^iLion5. 

Many hundred pieces of furniture 
have passed through the carpenter 
shop during the year and have been 
sent out to the distributing centres 
or Industrial Stores, and sold for a 
trifle to pay the cost of repairing and 
collecting. Many homes have been 
partly furnished from this department. 
Supplied with Furniture 
III one instance a family had their 
funiiture seized and they were put 
on the street. .-Vfter a while tliey 
rented two rooms somewhere and then 
applied to the .\riny for some furni- 
ture. Their ijeeds were met and through 
this Industry their two rooms were 
verv coinfor'tably furnished. This is 
only r.ne of the many eases that could 
be mcniioned. 

Se\-eii drivers and four jieipcrs are 
em|)loyed fo drive aiid look after the 
trucks", which are kept busy collect- 
ing waste paper, books, clothing, boots 
and shoes, furniture, and anything in 
the waste line. The city is divided 
into districts, and each driver is re- 
sponsible for seeing that his calls are 
kept up to date. Two sheets of calls 
are given out daily, one for the inorn- 
ing and one for the afternoon. These 
are pre[iarcd from the office, iiosl 
of these drivers have to be tauglit lo 
drive, and. this is one of the reri.=nns 
helpers arc employed who arc in 
training to become ■ drivers. When 
these drivers came to llie .Army (hey 
were only laborers, but to-day they 
are licensed drivers, have i)assed 



ilie test and received llu-ir license 
from the Ontario Govenuueni as lit 
persons lo drive motor trucks. When 
these men lea\-e the In'dustri:!! De- 
partment they arc able to demand 
bigger wages and seek better positions 
which many have done. 

A motor truck repair department 
is aiiotiier branch of the work wliicii 
gives eniploymenl to sever;;! men. 
There are six Industrial -Ssores in 
different parts of the ciiy where 
clothing is sold for a small sum. and 
- in some cases given free, -Vo worthy 
person is turned avi'ay v/!;en they 
are unable 10 Jiay. The stores supply 
a very grave need. 

All' boots and shoes received are 
gone over carefully in the slioc re- 
pairing s1ki|i ;ind classified. Those 
that do not need repairing are cleaned 
and the onus that need repairing are 
rej.iaired. and are then ready to ke 
jiassed on 10 Ibe slnres nr distrilKiting 
centres. 7 1 ,oSK jjairs were handled 
through this department during llic 
year. 

Food and Clothing Given 
Some oilier activities of the Indus- 
trial Deparlnieiit are as follows: Day's 
work found for men. l,-5.4l6; value of 
food given to needy ])eople. S^.^-.oo: 
articles of clothing given free. 1.C9S, 
Throngh the Labor I'.nreau 76 per- 
nK:neiH and 2,983 temporary jobs 
\vt're fi.innd for men.

dirft-reiice, that instead of white we 
have cnnine, as this goes well with 
Royal blue; the combination makes 
a tar finer Royal achievement than if 
a gold and silver mantling is added, 
to a gold helmet, a gold crown and 
a gold crest. 

There is no mottoed garter, or 
chair, aiul jewel, of a knightly order, 
siirronnding the .shield, and this is 
probably an iiucntinual dilTerencc, 
in consonance with t!ie present posi- 
tion of affairs witli reference to Can- 
adian titles. 

So we have in the Royal arms of 
Canada an agglomeration of symbols 
—the leopards of. Edward the First, 
the lilies of ancient I'-rance and of 
the Honrbons' Empire, the red Scot- 
tish lion that was old when Robert 
the Bruce replaced hi;; private arms 
with the arms of the sovereignty of 
Scotland, and the supporting uni- 
corn with a crown about liis neck, 
which was once the crown of a 
iMHMich dauphin, in Mary Stuart's 
day. and (hough the crown Iins now 
ihe distinctive crosses of the Scots 
crown tlie old chain is still appended 
tluTiln. The crest i.s the crest a.s it- 
u-a.i 11 Ibc Black .Prince's time, with 
ll hIii.UjJ on iiLi-t 1 ■luiii.i) 



Using it unconsciously, we are apt 
to forget that the brain is an ex- 
tremely delicate mechanism wliich 
may lie thrown off its accustomed 
track l>y anylbing out of the ordinary. 

The sense of balance is one of the 
functions of this mechanism which 
we b.-ive develoi)cd by constant use, 
and wliich we employ unconsciously. 
SouieliiiiL-is we find that unusual sur- 
rmmdiiigs impair its proper usage. 

Such, for example, is the effect of 
looking down from a high building 
when one is nnaccuslomcd to heights- 
The e\e notes the sheer drop into 
space and niiconsciously transmits a 
"fear message" lo the brain, which, 
in turn, augments the trouble by dis- 
tribuling liie delicate fluid which acts 
as a ''balance wheel." 

As a result tlu: person becomes 
(Viy.'/.w ;intl is as ])rone to fall as if he 
had 'been whirled around rapidly a 
number of times. 



THE EARTH A MAGNET 

Fresh discoveries about the in- 
liniiely liny particles of electricity of 
which everything in the world is 
compD.^e<l are being made to-day 
wiili astiniishing swiftness. 

We kninv thai e\'c!y atom consists 
01 .'i centre uf jiositive electricity, 
round which panicles of negative 
elcclricity are raciii.g along in ellipse- 
shaped orbits with tremendous 
speed. 

It now seeins that electrons move 
in ;i spiral-shaped path, which is 
ever lieconiin.g smaller, and in doing 
so they create a magnetic field. The 
eleciro'ii is. in fact, looked upon as

This new theory, which has been 
verv largely proved correct in the 
laboratories' of Some distinguished 
physicists, exjihiins the cause of the 
earth l.icing a magnet; it is due to 
the intense heat in the centre of the 
earth.

Retires from Active Service— A Brief Sketch of Her Career— Has 
Seen Service in Four Countries 



IN the Official tia;^ette (bi.q weel;.

Cadets for service. 

Born in Scotland 

As her name wonk' iiiijil^. tlic 
Brigadier is Scotch by nationality, 
her birthplace being buiulee. Tier 
service in the Army has taken her 
far afield bnwcvcr, and slie may well 
be said to be a cosmopolitan. She l)e- 
canic an OITicer in 1887 and for nine 
vcars did good service in the Briti.'ih 
Field. .Amopg tlie Corps slic coin- 
inaiided were Cxford 1, Barrow, 
.'Stockport 1. Rochdale, and Farn- 
worth. She also had the over.sight of 
various ("i.'irrisnns of Cadets, thus 
getting an early insight into train- 
ing work. 

.At a big [iieeting in Holton eon- 
dueled by tlic late Genera! she was 
called Oil to pray. ,\linost immedi- 
ately afterwards she wa-^ surprised 
to hear Colonel (now Commission- 
er) T-Triy say to !ier. "The General 
wants to know if yon will g.o 
abroad." 

So .sudden was the request that 
Ihe Ensign (as, she was t"!icn) hardly 
knew what to say. "I'll give an an- 
swer in the morning;'' slie replied. 
"I must go home and pray about a 
matter like tbat." 

Nex-t day she informed the Gen- 
eral that she was ready to go any- 
where on God's service. 

Shortly afterwards orders came 
for her to proceed to South .Africa. 
Her first appointment was to (he 
Cape Town Training Garrison, 
where she had a number of Dutch 
Women Cadets to train. 

Later she went to Johannesburg 
where, in addition to having the 
oversight of a Training Garrison 
she had charge of the Corps. 
Ordered out of Country 
When the South African war broke 
out the Brigadier was ordered olll 
of the country by President Kniger, 
She was conveyed by rail m the bor- 
der and then hiid to gel out and walk 
to the British lines, the railwaj hav- 
ing been torn up. 

"T will never forget that trip," says 
the Brigadier, "laden with al! my 
worldly possessions, whieli were coii- 
tained'in a grip and some parcels, I 
struggled across the veld fnr a long 
(inie and was very glad to siglii the 
I'.ritish uniform, I can tell you,*' 

Throughout the war the Brigadier 
was in Cape Town, where she took 



part in minislering to liie social and 
spiritual needs of tbe lunpire's sol- 
diers, Slie was in (■li,irge of the .Sol- 
diers" llcisiel ;ind kesl Kofini in liie 
city, and also visited tbe milit-ary 
camp at Maiilanf! and held meetings 
wilh (lie men there, .-inioiig wlioni 
KL-rc many Can:idlans and Austral- 
ians,
